Placerville’s city council prepared the 
way for an ordinance calling a bond 
election on the city’s proposed sewer 
main and sewage disposal plant at 
their meeting Monday night when 2 
resolution was passed declaring that 
public interest and necessity demand 
such an improvement. — 


This is the last legal development 
prior to fixing a date for a bond 
election in which the city would raise 
$41,824 as its share of a project in 
which the government may furnish 45 
per cent, or $34,220 of the total cost 
as ah outright grant. 

The city’s application for a PWA 
grant is now before Washington of- 
ficials and word has come back that 
the application will stand im more 
favorable light if,4#he city already has 
voted a bond issue to carry out ifs 
share of the project. 

Having voted the bonds, the city is 
not required to sell them and can drop 
the entire matter should the govern- 
ment fail to approve the application 
for a grant.

'erate its own garbage truck. 

The ordinance provides that 
any householder may dispose of his 
own garbage but that this shall not 
‘cancel or in any way affect the flat 
50 cent charge for garbage service.

IN MIDDLE WEST 


CHICAGO (\tP/—Zero cold swept over 
the Middlewest and into the East to- 
day to end unseasonable weather 
blamed for a nation-wide outbreak of 
influenza and pneumonia. 

Chicago counted 500 dead in two 
weeks from respiratory infections re- 
sulting from warm, wet weather. Den- 
ver had 100 deaths, Detroit 48, Pitts- 
burgh, 42. i 

The outbreak probably will stop after 
the return of normally cold weather, 
'said Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, presi- 
| dent of the Chicago Board of Health. 
Infections incurred over the week-end 
probably will continue to develop, 
however, and full benefits of the cold

tral states, with temperatures around 
zero in Nebraska, Minnesota, the Da- 
kotas, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Michi- 
gan and Indiana.
